FEDERAL COURT NEWS. 


Suit Growing Out ct an Alleged Deal - 
cation—New Rules Published. : 


A transcript was filed to-day in the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals tn the case of 
John Gregor against S. Y. Hyde, the matter 
in controversy being 157 acres of land in Lake 
County, S. D. The plaintif® alleged that the 
defendant had charged that his son, A. M. 
Gregor, was short in his accounts, he being 
employed by the defendant, and by threats 
of prosecution nad induced Gregor 
to give a deed to the land in question in 
liquidation of the alleged shortage. It was 
subsequently ascertained that no such short- 
age existed, and the plaintiff asked that the 
deeds be cancelled. A decision was rendered 
in favor of the plainti@’ from which an ap- 


peal was taken. 

The writ of error applied for by the defend- 
ant in the cose of C. M. Newcomb against the 
Imperial Life Insurance Co. of New York was 
granted by Judge Williams in St. Paul. A 
cross-writ of ‘error has been applied 
for the plaintiff. Newcomb 
claimed the sum of $16,575 as commissions 
from the defendant, andthe court awarded 
him $3,977.

There is scarcely ever a time when any 
city of the size of St. Louis is entirely free 
from sporadic cases of that disease, and the 
number of such cases may be doubled 
in the course ofany week or month with- 
out indicating its prevalence to an 
epidemic or alarming degree. That our 
hospitals are overcrowded is due entirely 
to the fact that the city has outgrown 
them, and in speaking of that fact Dr. 
Homan may mention a $reat increase’’ 
in the number of typhoid patients 
without implying any greater increase 
than may be reported again and again in 
the course of any year. Some physicians 
have a lose way of calling every 
case of simple continued fever ty- 
phoid, and thus the number of 
typhoid cases is always exaggerated. 
But hospital authorities and physicians 
generally testify that St. Louis to-day is 
as little afflicted with genuine typhoid as 
any city in the Union. Her death rate is 
and has long been lower than that of Lon- 
don, Paris, New York, Berlin, Chicago, 
Vienna, Philadelphia, Brooklyn, Balti- 
more or Boston.

RIOT FORCING. 


The incipient rioting in New York shows 
what damage can be done by a blundering 
newspaper, a lot of ignorant foreigners 
with their un-American notions stimu- 
lated into pernicious activity by its foolish 
utterances and a few chuckle-headed po- 
licemen. 

The New York Herald has been demand- 
ing that the Government should distrib- 
ute alms to the unemployed workmen, and 
this vicious combination of absolutism and 
paternalism imbued a lot of Russians with 
the idea that the Government at Washing- 
ton was a sort of Papa Czar owning them 
and charged with the obligation to feed 
them. They held a meeting to demand 
help from the Government father and were 
led by a blunder to break into a hall which 
they had no right to enter. At this point 
the police felt called upon to make the de- 
luded men feel the club end of authority 
and by the roughest raiding turned a 
crowd of excited workmen into a riotous 
mob. 

The men ‘were in the wrong but they 
were ignorant and misled by an American 
newspaper. Their action was the impulse 
of passion, not of deliberate opposition to 
authority as it has been made to appear by 
the rough rashness of the police. Cool, calm 
conduct on the part of the authorities, 
combined with wise firmness, would have 
prevented rioting. 

What will come out of the incident de- 
pends upon the subsequent action of the 
New York authorities. Animosities en- 
gendered by a conflict with authority 
roughly and inconsiderately exercised in- 
crease the criticalness of a situation bad 
enough by reason of hard times and lack 
of work. Real rioting may undoubtedly 
be caused by scare methods of enforcing 
law and order as it may be prevented by 
firmness and discretion. 


THE LEGAL WAY. 

The combination between the Merchants’ 
and St. Louis Bridge and Terminal corpo- 
rations is a most momentots transaction 
to the commercial interests of St. Louis, 
but scarcely any information with regard 
to the nature of the arrangement can be 
obtained. 4 

Both of these corporations are quasi 
public servants enjoying valuable fran- 
chiees and privileges conferred upon them 
for the public good. The Merchants’ 
Bridge and Terminal Railway is the es- 
pecial beneficiary of public favor granted 
upon the expectation of great public 
benefits. 

Now, however, when these two corpora- 
tions have seen fit to enter into an ar- 
rangement for mutual benefit affording 
ground for fear that the objects for which 
their privileges were granted by the public 
will be defeated they treat the demand of 
the public for information of its character 
with contemptuous disregard. The peo- 
ple are assured that the arrangement will 
be advantageous to them, but all proof of 
the assertion is withheld. They are kept 
in the dark “concerning a transaction of 
vitalimportance to them, and in which 
thelr rights are deeply involved. 

The people have a right to know the 


for Buropeans to understand all the pecu- 
liarities of backward or savage people and 
most of the troubles in out of the way lands 
controlled by them may be attrib- 
uted to this fact. And ofall their notions 
the East Indian races cherish their religious 
ideas and resulting practices most loving- 
ly. It seems to us absurd that a pig out of 
its place could create such an uproar, but 
to the Mohammedan such incidents are of 
the gravest import. The task of the rulers 
is not to show the people the absurdity of 
their notions, but to ascertain what these 
notions are and, as well as they can, make 
concessions to the prevailing religious 
sentiment. 

The English dfficers in India have not 
been very successful in learning this les- 
son, although there is no doubt that they 
have done all they could to maintain a 
good understanding with the natives. 
Probably others would have done po bet- 
ter, and these outbreaks between Moham- 
medan and Hindoo will occur with more 
or less frequency.

TIME FOR DISAPPEARING. 

We warned Gen. Jim Lewis when he 
accepted the position of the Paris of Mis- 
souri that he would get into the worst 
sort of trouble if he didn’t mind his eye 
for beauty and dodge the issue. We told 
him t8 shift the responsibility, to appoint 
a committee, draw straws—do anything 
except exercise his own puny little judg- 
mentin the selection of the handsomest 
girlin Missouri.

The apple of Paris could not be 
thrown inany direction without hitting 
one. But what chance had all the other 
beauties at the prize? What right had 
Gen. Jim Lewis to set up as the highest 
authority on beauty and asthe sole judge of 
meritin its courtof award? What proof 
has he ever given that he can tell a point 
of beauty from a legal brief or a hand book 
of militia tactics? Can he give a written 
Opinion substantiating his decision by 
analysis of the elements of female loveli- 
ness? It is the rank injustice, the unwar- 
ranted and egotistical assumption of per- 
sonal superiority and the blind folly of the 
General’s method which subjects him to 
merited condemnation. 

We would fain throw the protecting arm 
ofthe press around Gen. Jim’s slender 
form, but we fear it is too late. The storm 
has gathered and is breaking. The St. 
Louis girls have denounced him as a 
traitor. They have branded his decision 
as apolitical trick. They have doomed 
his locks of hair, letters, photographs and 
vows of affection to ignominious destruc- 
sion by public bonfire. They have decided 
to cut him dead and even suggest riding 
him on a rail with rancorous disregard for 
Gen. Jim’s military dignity and the rail. 

When a Stateful of scorned beauties are 
on the trail of a man he had better be 
missing. If Gen. Jim Lewis is wise he 
will seek the friendly embrace of a Kansas 
cyclone and be whirled to nowhere. It’s 


a time for disappearing.

WorLp’s Farr Grovuxps, Aug. 18.—The 
White City was gay with uniforms, martial 
music and handsomely dressed women to- 
day.
